INTERESTING TO PURCHASERS or STATS 


LAXDS.—Those who have purchased and 
only partially paid for State lands, will 
find the following section of chapter 282, 
of the laws passed at the last session of 
the Legislature, interesting reading mat- 
ter: 


Payment of the purchase money ia re- 


quired to be made immediately on all cer- 
tificates of sale of school, swamp or other 
state lands heretofore issued, in all cases 
where more than ane year has elapsed since 
such purchase money became due accord- 
ing the terms of such certificates ; and in 
all other cases, such payment shall be re- 
quired so soon as one year shall elapse af- 
ter the purchase money shall have so be- 
come due. Payment is also required to be 
mr»de immediately upon all loan and pur- 
chase money mortgages executed to tfce 
State, in all cases where such mortgages 
have been due according to their terms'for 
more than one year; and in all other cases, 
payment of such mortgages ahull be re- 
quired one year after the same shall have 
become due according to their terms. 
The 


commissioners of school and university 
lands are hereby authorized to forfeit all 
lands on which the payment shall not be 
made according to the foregoing require- 
ments, except lands belonging to persons 
in the military or naval service of the 
United States. Minor heirs and widows of 
persons who have died in the military or 
naval gervice of the United States, shall 
not be forfeited under the provisions of this 
act, for three years from the date of the 
passage thereof: provided, that the com- 
missioners shall not declare any such lands 
forfeited until after the expiration of six 
months from the publication of this net.

In the • estimation of the copperhead 


press of the cauntry, Andrew Johnson is 
quite a different man now from what he 
was a few months ago.

They cite the fact of his long expe- 
rience in public affairs and his stern ad- 
herence to the cause of his country 
through evil as well as good report. 
They 


seem to dwell with especial delight upon 
his career as United States Senator, at that 
dark and critical period when Brecken- 
ridge, Toomus, Dans, Benjamin, Wigfall 
and the whole host of Southern traitors 
met uightly in secret conclave and plotted 
the overthrow of die government under 
the very shadow of the Capitol. Having 
persistently maligned him since the war 
broke out, just as they slandered and tra- 
duocd Mr. Lincoln while living, they now 
give the new President as much praise and 
credit as they do the dead one. Some of 
them even 
go so far as to tu^-gest 


that the democracy so. called, take the 
President to their bosom, and into their 
confidence as truly as if he were one of 
themselves : and the Milwaukee fail's ir.

Row Sherman's Army Received the 


Xews of the Assassination. 


A correspondent of the Xew York Tri- 


bune with Sherman's army at the time the 
news of Mr. Lincoln's assassination reach- 
ed it, writes the subjoined account of its 
efiect upon the army: 


Never have I witnessed such wide spread, 


universal, unfeigned sorrow over any event. 
Every officer, every soldier, every man 
speaks and acta as if he had lost a dear 
and beloved friend. 
Surely the nation 


never knew how strong and sincere was 
the love felt for this good man until he 
was stricken down. The pure, unselfish, 
and patriotic statesman; the generous 
friend of man, the liberator of 4,000,000 of 
bondmen has fallen by the hand of the as- 
sassin, and mingles his blood with that of 
thousands of his countrymen on the alter 
of his country: 
There is a feeling of un- 


utterable amazement and horror at this 
foul, this gigantic crime. 


The grief of every good man seems al- 


most inconsolable; 
and wise and cool- 


headed Generals tremble at the dark cloud 
•which this event casts over the future of 
our beloved country. 


The whole current of feeling trhich was 


beginning to take a forbearing and even 
forgiving form from the teachings of Mr. 
Lincoln himself, and of other public men, 
has been chilled, changed toward the lead- 
ers of this Rebellion. 
The act, they say, 


seems to have been permitted by a wise 
Providence, to reveal the real animus, the 
fiendish malignity of the actors, aiders 
and abettors in this great conspiracy 
against freedom; and to teach us a lesson 
of justice. Many an officer and soldier has 
been heard to utter the wish that Johnston, 
now, would not surrender; They " want to 
have one more chance at them," atdthen, 
in the warning language of Gen. Sherman 
—" Woe to the people who seek- to expend 
tueir wild 
passsions in assassination— 


There can be but one dread result." The 
cry of the whole army now is, "let justice 
lie done to the head conspirator—the chief 
Apolyous of this hell-born Confederacy." 
The army of Gen. Sherman, long tired of 
war, and yearning for their homes, would 
send up a wild shout along the whole line 
to-day if they should hear of the failure 
of peace negotiations. 
They are burning 


to revenge this foul murder. The great- 
est precautions have been adopted to keep 
down excitement, and even to keep the 
particulars of the AVnshington tragedy 
from the troops 


GEN. SCHUBTZ.—Maj. Gen. Carl Schurtz, 


who has served his country faithfully du- 
ring the war, now that the rebellion is 
crushed, has tendered his resignation and 
retires to private life. When the war 
broke out, he was our Minister at Madrid ; 
but he could not bear to remain abroad 
when the struggle waa doubtful. II0 ten- 
deredhis resignation, came home and of- 
fered his services to the Government as a 
soldier, and won honorable distinction bv 
deeds of bravery and heroic devotion to 
the cause of Freedom and Union. Xo 
purer patriot fought our battles; no more 
eloquent tongue exhorted his countrymen 
to join the standards of the Republic on 
the tented field, and no braver man drew 
a sword in her defense.

which darkens down over the minds of 
good men -in-all--civil- society,_fts-th«-fcat~ 
ful tidings'travel over"sea, over land, from" 
country to country, like the shadow of an 
uncalculated eclipse over the planet. Old 
as history is, and manifold as its tragedies, 
I doubt if any death has caused so much 
pain to mankind as this has caused, or 
will cause, on its announcement: and this, 
not so much because nations are by 
modern arts brought so closely together,- 
as because of the mysterious" hopes and

j ;nstitutions of 


In this country, on Saturday, every one 


was struck dumb, and saw, at first, only 
deep below deep, as he meditated on the 
ghastly blow. And, perhaps, at this hour, 
when the coffin which contains the dust of 
the President sets forward on its long 
march through mourning States, on its 
way to his home in Illinois, we might well 
be silent, and suffer the awful voices of 
the time to thunder to us. Yes, but that 
first despair was brief; the man was not so 
to be mourned. 
He was the most active 


and hopeinl of men; and his work had not 
perished; but acclamations of praise for 
the task he had accomplished burst out in 
to a song of triumph, which even tears for 
his death cannot keep down. 


The'President stood before us a mau of 


the people. He. was thoroughly Ameri- 
can, had never crossed the sea, had never 
been spoiled by English insularity, or 
French dissipation : a quite native, abori- 
ginal man, as an acorn from the oak ; no 
aping of foreigners, no frivolous accom- 
plishments, Kentuckian born, working on 
a farm, a flatboatman, a captain in the 
Blackhawk war, a country lawyer, a rep- 
resentative in the rural Legislature of Illi- 
nois,—on such modest foundations the 
broad structure of. his fame was laid. 
How slowly, and yet by happily prepared 
steps, he came to his place. All of us re- 
member—it is only a history of five or. six 
years—the surprise an_d the disappoint- 
ment of the country at his fit-it nomination 
by the convention "at Chicago. Mr. Se- 
ward, then in the culmination uf his good 
fame, was the favorite of the Eastern 
States. 
And when the new, and compar- 


atively unknown name of Lincoln was an- 
nounced, (notwithstanding the report of 
the acclamations of that Convention,) we 
heard the result coldly and t-adly. It 
seemed to rash, on n purely local reputa- 
tion, to build so :;rave a trust, in such anx- 
ious times ; and men naturally talked of 
the chance^ in politics as mculeulablc. 
But it turned out not to be chance. 
The 


profound good opinion which the people of 
Illinois and of the wn-t had conceived ol' 
him, and which they bad imparted to thtiir 
colleagues, that they also might justify 
themselves to their constituents at home, 
was not rash, though they did not begin 
to know the riches of his worth. 


A plain man of the people, an extraordi- 


nary fortune attended him. Lord Bacon 
says, "Manifest virtues procure reputation: 
occult ones, fortune." He offered no shin- 
ing qualities at the first encounter: he did 
not offend by superiority. 
Ho had a face 


and a manner which disarmed suspicion, 
which inspired confidence, which confirm- 
ed good will. He was a man without vi- 
ces. He had a strong sense of duty, which 
it was very easy for him to obev. Then 
he had what farmers call a long head: 
was excellent in working out the sum for 
himself; in arguing his case and convinc- 
ing you fairly and firmly. Then it turn- 
ed out that he was a great worker; had 
prodigious faculty of performance; worked 
easily. A good worker is so rare; every- 
body has some disabling quality. 
In a 


host,pf young men who start together, and 
promise so many brilliant leaders for the 
next age, each one fails on trial: one by 
bad health, one by conceit, or by love of 
pleasure, or lethargy, or an ugly temper— 
each has_ some disqualifying fault that 
throws him out of the career. But this 
man was sound to the core, cheerful, per- 
sistent, all right for labor and liked noth- 
ing so well. 


Then, he bad a vast good-nature, which 


made him tolerant and accessible to all; 
fair-minded, leaning to the claim of the 
petitioner; affable, and not sensible to the 
afflction which the innumerable visits paid 
to him when President wouldhave brought 
to any one else. And how this good-nature 
became a noble humanity, in many a trag- 
ic case which the events of the war brought 
to him, every one will remember; and 
with what lEcreasing tenderness he dealt, 
when a whole race was thrown on his 
compassion 
on an impressive 
kum am everywhere/' 


Then his broad good 


The poor negro said of him

easily into jocular talk, in which he d£ 
lighted and in which he excelled, was a 
rich gift to the wise man. It enabled him 
to keep his secret: to meet every kind of 
man, and every rank in societv ; to take 
off the edge of the severest decisions: to 
mask his own purpose and sound his com 
panion; and to catch with true instinct 
the temper of every company he address- 
ed. And, more than all, it 'is to a man of 
severe labor, ia anxious and exhausting 
crises, the natural restorative, good as 
sleep, and is the protection of the over- 
driven brain against rancor arid insanity. 


He is the author of a multitude of good 


sayings, so disguised as pleasantries that 
it is certain that they had no reputation 
at first but as jests ; and only later, by 
the very acceptance and adoption they find 
in thcinoutha of millions, turn out to be 
the wisdom of the hour. I am sure if 
this man had ruled in a period of less fa- 
cility of printing, he would have become 
mythological in a very few years, like -Esop 
or Pilpay, or one of the Seven Wise Mas- 
ters, by his fables and proverbs. But the 
weight and penetration of many passa"es 
m bis letters, messages, and speeches, hid- 
den now by tho very closeness of their 
application to the moment are destined 
hereafter to a very wide fame.

mon sense: what foresight: and, on'~great 
occasion, what lofty, and more than na- 
tional, what humane tone! His brief 
speech at Gettysburg will not easily be 
hurpasscd by words on any recorded occa- 
sion.

Had he not lived 
long enough to keep the greatest promise 
that evr man made to his fellow-men,— 
the practical abolition of slavery t lie had 
seen Tennessee, Missouri and Maryland 
emancipate their slaves. He had seen 
Savannah, Charleston and Richmond-sur- 
rendered ; had seen the main army of the 
rebellion lay down its arms. He had con- 
quered the public opinion of Canada, 
England and France. Only Washington 
can compare with him in fortune. 


And what if it should turn out, in the 


unfolding of the web, that he had reached 
the term ; that this heroic deliverer could 
not longer serve us-; that the rebellion 
had touched ita natural conclusion, and 
what remained to be done required new 
and uncommitted hands—a new spirit 
born oat of the ashes of the war: and that 
Heaven, wishing to show the world a com- 
pleted benefactor, shall make him serve 
his country even more by his death than 
by his life. -.Nations, like kings, are not 
good by fai'iiity and complaisance. " The 
kindness of kings consists in justice and 
strength." Easy good-nature has been 
the dangerous foible of the Republic, and 
it was necessary that its enemies should 
outrage it, and drive us to unwonted firm- 
ness, to secure the salvation of the country 
in the next ages. 


The ancicnta believed in a serene and 


beautiful Genius which ruled in the af- 
fairs of nations: which, with a slow but 
stern justice, carried forward the fortunes 
of certain chosen houses, weeding out sin- 
gle offenders, or offending families, and 
securing at hist the firm prosperity of the 
favorites of Heaven. 
It was too narrow 


a view of the Eternal Nemesis. There is 
a serene Providence which rules the fate ol 
nations, which m:ikes little account of 
time, little of one generation or race, 
makes no account of disasters, conquers 
alike by what is called defeat or by what 
is called victory, thrusts aside enemy and 
obstructions, crushes everything immoral 
as inhuman, and obtains tho ultimate tri- 
umph of the best race by the sacrifice of 
everything which resists the moral laws 
of the world. It makes its own instru- 
ments, creates the man for the time, trains 
him in poverty, inspires his genius, and 
arms him for the task. It has given eve- 
ry race its own talent, and ordains that 
only that race which combines perfectly 
with the virtues of all shall endure. 


The Death of Booth. 


From the New York World's graphic re- 


port of the capture and death of Booth, the 
infamous assassin of the President, we 
made the following extract. After do- 
scribing how a doctor was sent for, and 
his arrival at the scene of the tragedy, the 
writer says: Just at his coming Bjoth had 
asked to have his hands raised and shown 
him. They were so paralyzed that he did 
not know their location. "When they were 
displayed he muttered, with a sad lethar- 
gy, " Useless, useless." These were the 
last words he ever uttered. As he began 
to die the tun rose and threw beams into 
all the tree-tops. It was of a man's heigh! 
when the struggle of death twitched and 
fingered in the fading bravado's face. His 
jaw drew spasmodically and obliquely 
downward ; his eyeballs rolled toward his 
feet, and began to swell; lividness, like a 
horrible shadow, fastened upon him, and 
with a sort of gurgle and sudden check, he 
stretched his feet and threw his head back 
and gave up the ghost.

59uJi5Per on the culture of corn for fod 
ler, and-I ha¥^b«en surprii«a tEaTiooiie 
has tried sorghum for the same purpose 
Ia the Patent Office report, there u an ac- 
count from,the- iouth .of France, which 
states "t&at -forty-eight and • a - half-tons 
(green, of course) hare been raised on one 
acre of ground. 
HowLnmch it will lose 


in drying I have no idea ; but this much 
1 do know, that, sown brordcast at the 
rate of two bushels to the acre, • it will 
yield more feed than anything I have ever 
tried in the way of grasi. I have tried U 
for two years, and have found the yield 
truly surprising—I should think more 
than two tons of dry feed, but, never 
having weighed it, I cannot speak pos- 
itively, though I am perfectly satisfied 
that it ia far superior to anything I have 
ever tried, not even excepting Hungarian 
grass, so much lauded some years ago. 


Sow it in good corn ground, as early as 


it can be put in good order; harrow 
smooth, the finer the better; and when 
the seed is sown, go ever it with a bush; 
it must not be covered deeply, and if the 
seed is good it needs no soaking. 
Lei 


those who think so favorably of corn fod- 
dtr try the sorghum, and I do not think 
they will bother with corn. 


My horses and cows prefer it to any 


kind of feed I can give them. 
I have 


tried them repeatedly, and they will leave 
the best timothy for the sorghum and eal 
it up clean. The blades we pull from the 
cane'we grow for syrup are preferred by 
the stock to corn blades, and they will de- 
vour it with the greatest avidity. By sow- 
ing early, it can be cut with a strong cra- 
dle at the best time for curing -properly. 
After being cut a few days, I have tied it 
up in bundles and cocked the same as 
wheat or oats. 
A large quantity of seed 


sown to the acre prevents the stalk grow- 
ing too thick, which renders it easy to cure 
—C'li: Country Gentleman. 


Value of Soap Suds. 


The value of this article as a stimulant 


of vegetable life cannot be too highly ap 
predated. It contains the aliment of 
plants in a state of ready solution, and 
when applied, acts not only with imme- 
diate and obvious effect, but wilh a sus- 
tained energy which pertains to few even 
of the most concentrated manures. 
When 


it is not convenient to apply it in irriga 
tion—the most economical method, per- 
haps, of using it—it should be absorbed 
by some material which may be usod as 
an ingredient ia the compost heap. Sods 
muck, and other similar articles should be 
deported where the suds from the sink 
and luundry may find its way to them 
and be absorbed, for the benefit of crops. 
In this way several loads of manure, 
suitable for the support and sustenance oi 
any crop, may be made at comparatively 
small expense. 
This highly putrescent 


character of this fermentable liquid qual- 
itie sit admirably for the irrigation of com- 
post heaps of whatever material compos- 
ed. Beiug a potent fertilizer, it must, of 
necessity, impart additional richness to 
almost any material to which it mav be 
added. Try it, and mark the results! 


Milking Cows. 


Cows should always be treated kindly, 


and as far as possible have the same milk' 
er. A fractious man should not b» allow 
ed to h andle .1 spirited cow. Kindness and 
gentleness are always best—beating am 
pounding should not be tolerated. 
If a 


cow or heifer persist in kicking under kinc 
treatment, take a small rope and quietly 
fasten it around the opposite forefoot, ant 
thence bring it over her back so as to han»- 
by the milker. When she kicks again 
without saying a word, draw her foot up 
to her body. You can now handle her as 
you please. She will struggle to release 
her loot, but to no purpose, and will soon 
crouch to the floor. Then let her get up 
again, and pet her a little. If she kicks 
again, repeat the operation as often, anc 
you will soon find she will not move a foot 
while you are milking, unless there !• 
some irritating came like sore teats o 
sharp finger nails. 


Disposition of tbc Soil.

"Tom- years ago I plowed four acres 


eight times, and have not seen one thistle 
on that piwe of ground since, excepting 
when; tlioy branch out from the fence 
Ihe year following I plowed a field six 
times over, and a few old ones came up 
the year after. Last summer I plowed 
nine acres three times, and cultivated it 
several times with a wide-pointed cultiva- 
tor. The last plowing was done about the 
cud ol beptember. I have walked over it 
since, and have not seen one thistle make 
its appearance." 


Special Fertilizers. 


It you use special fertilizers—and it will 


be lor your interest to do so when you can 
obtain them—use them so as to enable you 
to mark accurately the results. Guano 
pomlrette, sulphate of lime, nitrate of soda 
and .superphosphate of lime are yet but 
imperfectly understood. They are doubt- 
less valuable, but require to be more care- 
luily studied in their results.
